Our firm serves as the attorney for the City of Meridian. I am writing in response to your 
public records request dated May 31, 2017. The Mississippi Attorney General has previously 
determined that the production of warrants is left up to the discretion of the department. Specifically, 
the department is entitled to determine if an arrest warrant is considered an investigative report and 
thus exempt from production. Op.Atty.Gen. No. 2012-00145, Brock, Jr., April 20,2012. However, 
after reviewing this file, the Meridian Police Department has made the determination to release the 
arrest warrants for Whitley Goodman and Dylan Swearingen. A copy of those two warrants are 
attached hereto.

I have 
confirmed with Judge R. Jones that he did sign the above mentioned arrest warrants and instructed I 
obtain the copies from the Meridian PD. 

If you deny any or all of this request, please cite each specific exemption you feel justifies the refusal to 
release the information and notify me of the appeal procedures available to me under the law.
